still is, entitled to be paid his wages or 
Salary in accordance with the terms set 
forth in the statement of claim—namely, that 
— the resolution of llth January, 1926, and 


the other resolutions: of the defendants (ií- 


any), purporting to effect a reduction in the 
pay. or emoluments of the plaintiff and the 
other persons employed by the Joint Com- 

mittee of Management, is, and ate, invalid, 
woid and wltra vires. 

Another declaration was that the Com- 
mittee were not entitled te vary the terms 
or conditions ef the contract of service of 
the plaintiff and the. other persons employed 
by the Committee without their consent. 

In the defence it was admitted that the 

» plaintiff was appointed as an attendant at the 
Ballinasloe Menta! Hospital on the 15th of 
June, 1923, at a salary of £73 a year, with 
allowances, but it was said that the cénsent 
of ghe plaintiff to the reduction of wages 
not material. ; + sar lá ? 

In his judgment Mr. Justice Meredith 
stated that on the evidence it was not clear 
when the plaintiff had notice of the reduction, 
but he was quite satisfied that he was at 


latest fully acquainted with the terms ol. 


the resolution mentioned on the 31st of March, 
1926. He must, therefore, hold that the 
plaintiff was entitled to the wages in full, 
as previously received, down to the 3lst 
March, 1926, and that the reduction only 
took effect against the plaintiff from and 
: after thai date. ' '

The grounds of the appeal were that the 


decision of Judge Meredith, referred to, was 
erroneous ; that he misdirected himself, and 
-that there was no evidence to support. his 
finding,. which, it was alleged, was against 
the evidence and the weight of evidence. 
i In suport of the appeal it was submitted 
! that, the resolution purporting to reduce the 
salaries and wages of the officials, including 
the plaintiff, had not been passed; that if 
it had been passed the Committee had no 
power to pass such a resolution, and that 
the plaintiff had not consented to it or re- 
ceived notice of it. 

These points. were contested on behalf of 
the respondents, the contention being that 
the Committee were empowered to pass: the 
resolution reducing the wages; that the ques- 
tion of consent on the part of the appellant 
was immateria!, and that it must be assumed 
that Gallagher was acquainted with the 
provisions of the Statute relating to his em- 
ployment by the Committee.

IN SWEDEN. 


LARGE POWER SUPPLY

. Alfred Ekstrom, of Stockhelm, who 
Fa sal at the Royal Dublin Society last 
season, has just been telling members of the 
Farmers’ Club in London some interesting 
thi about rural electrification in Sweden. 
In the course of his remarks he said—The 
determining condition for centralisation in one 
or more large central power-plants of the pro- 
duction of blectsic power and its transmission 
to important industries, cities and country 
districts is, in the first instance, that by this 
means the supply of the nécessary energy for 


tions may be of weight. In countries a 
coal, such as Sweden, Ireland, Switzerla 

and Austria, the oxploitation of available 
water-power is of importance, because it 
makes a country’s power-supply in the 
greatest possible degree independent of im- 
ported fuel. In the long run, however, such 
exploitation will be justified only if the 
energy. produced by the natural resources of 
a country is cheaper than the energy pro- 
duceable by imported fuel. ' 


- ECONOMIC CONSIDERATIONS. 

It is generally a comparatively simple pro- 
blem to project and plan such a big power 
system for the important industries, cities and 
la communities. It is fairly easy to 
estimate what prices these consumers are able 
to pay if they shut down their own power- 
plants or only use them as a reserve, and 
instead purchase their power requirements 
from a large general ucer of power. 
Only if the latter is able to secure advan- 
tages, whether economical or technical, in 
the production and transmission of power to 
the former, is such a centralised big power 
system justified sail aoe — on aco Neaappalagssieascte hile 
"It is much more difficult to judge the 
balance of edonémié considerations the 
electrification of. the countryside on a large 
scale. If, however, in the planning of & 
large power system such dispositions were not 
simultaneously “adopted that the power re- 
quirements of the CROÓAF country district 
could also be supplied, a fatal error would be 
committed, 

MECHANISING OF AGRICULTURE. — 

The development of large scale industries 1s 


frequently stimulated by rational electrifica-. 


tion, thanks to the indirect benefits conferred 
by a uniform supply of energy to a whole 
district. | Especially handicraft and small 
industry are given perfectly fresh possibilit 
for development, as soon as the electric motor 
can come to the aid of the craftsman. In 
localities where people and conditions are 
suitable, therefore, the development of a 
handicraft and small industry may ie of 
dominant economic importance jor electrifica- 
tion. 
Throughout the civilised world it is a well- 
known fact that agriculture is at present 
working under very difficult conditions. The 
only effective remedy in this respect lies, no 
doubt, in the first place, in the mechanisi 
of agriculture, and, secondly, in an increa 
use of electricity for rural purposes, thus 
achieving a reduction in the farmer’s costs of 
troduction. Finally, the introduction of elec- 
tricity into the home, and its employment in 
the work of everyday life, will certainly be 
one of the most beneficial tasks of our power- 
supply concerns ‘in the immediate future. 

}verything co-operates to make the con- 
sumption increase year by year so powerfully 
that this increase and the method of rationally 
and cheaply utilising such a rapidly and con- 
stantly growing need will become of the 
greatest importance. - 

i mpc ae cl a 

t is. natur not. always easy to draw 
the line 1 ha economically electrifiable 
and economically non-electrifiable districts. 
We mast not omit to try and make it clear 
to ourselves where this line lies. As soon 
as electrification has reached the limit where 
the extra charges and expenses for the pro- 
duction of power, and its transmission to the 
consumer, are greater than the value of the 
power to the consumer, then electrification 
is uneconomic and inexpedient, and should 
not be subventioned by this loss being dis- 
tributed amongst. other consumers, who 


would consequently have to pay more for. 


their electricity. 

The cost price of the power drops con- 
siderably if, instead of building a certain 
plant intended to supply only the industries 
and cities, a lar plant is erected from the 
start, intended also to cover the needs of the 
countryside. Looked upon as a whole, the 
bulk of the charges for the production and 
transmission of electric energy are fixed 
charges, The variable charges, the charges 
in p rtion to the kilowattt hours, are 
only a fraction of a penny per kilowatt hour, 
From this it becomes quite obvious that the 
more agony SSI a plant can be utilised, the 
greater will be the number of kilowatt hours 
upon which the fixed charges can be dis- 
tributed. Thus we should arrive at the 
lowest average cost per kilowatt hour if the 
energy could be utilised with a constant 
effect all the twenty-four hours of the day 
all the year round. 


SUPER-POWER TRANSMISSION. 

As an illustration of electrification on a 
large scale, the lecturer mentioned what has 
been done in Sweden during the last ten 
years. Electrification in Sweden has, by 
fusions or co-operation of smaller electrical 
enterprises, been developed so that the 
energy-supply of towns; railways, and indus- 
trial works, as well as the rural demand, is 
being provided by large power supply enter- 
prises. From a technic-economic point of 
view, such an organisation on a large scale 
of the er re is of great importance, 
the advantages of super-power transmission 
being secured. At present there are two such 
dominating enterprises, one in Central 
Sweden, owned by the State, administered 
by the Royal Board of Waterfalls, and the 
other in Southern Sweden, owned by the 
South-Swedish Power Company. 

From the first-menti system, with the 
large water-power plants at Trollhattan and 
Alvkarleby, to which later have been joined 
the water-power plant at Motala, and the 
steam-power station in Vastears, power is 
supplied to the whole of Central Sweden. 


FUSION OF COMPANIES. 
The South-Swedish Power Company, a 


fusion of three large power companies in the 


South of Sweden, supplies energy from about 
twenty separate water-power plants and some 
steam-power stations to the southern parts of 
Sweden. Both these large systems, however, 


4 co-operate with a number of major or minor, 


economically independent, power-supply com- 
panies. The South-Swedish Power Company 
is also by means of a 50 kV sea-cable under 
Oresund (the Sound) connected with Den- 
mark, thus co-operating with Copenhagen 
and the distributing system on Sjalland. . 
e large power-systems are planned for 
inter-connection by means of kV super- 
wer lines. The State Water-Plants at 
rollhattan and Alvkarleby were several 


years ago connected by means of a 130 kV 


super-power line, but arranged for a future 
increase of pressure up to kV. The main 
transmission lines generally operate at 50 kV 
and 50 periods. At suitable points on these 
main transmission lines there are erected 
secondary transformer stations, where the 
pressure is stepped down from 50 to 20 kV 
for the country lines, and to 6 kV for the 
town lines. Country lines at 20 kV radiate 
from these transformer stations, and “each 
such station is intended to serve the country-

UNEMPLOYMENT GRANTS. 

The estimate for £158,511 for unemploy- 
ment grants was submitted by Mr. John F. 
Gordon, Parliamentary Secretary to the 
Ministry of Labour, He said that there were 
altogether 792 schemes for relieving unemploy- 
ment, atid 270 of these were in the City of 
Belfast. The total cost of these schemes was 
£4,780 ,962, and the Government contribution 
was £1,214.005. The number of men em- 
ployed in Belfast under these schemes was 
17,726, with an average employment per 
erson of three months. while in Northern 
reland there were 10.376 men employed. 
He gave some details of the Richhill 
training centre, where young men intending 
to emigrate to the Dominions were trained 
in the systems of farm work operating in 
Canada and Australia. About one hundred 
“ trainees’ would leave during the present 
year. A sum of £8,511 was included in the’ 
estimate for this training centre; 


OBJECTION TO EMIGRATION. 
Mr. Thomas Henderson (Independent

SUGAR-BEET. 

TO THE EDITOR OF TUE IRISH TIMES. 

Sin,—There is a genera! impression that 
farmers have made a great deal of money out 
of sugar-beet. This may be so in the case ol 
a farmer who employs no labour except his 
family, and does not take the cost of their 
labour into consideration, but where a full 
account of costings is recordéd the net profit 
Is not, very large. Still, though I live twenty 
miles from the factory, my acres of beet were 
the only ones showing any profit at all. It 
must be remembered that 1926 was the best 
vear for mangolds in my recollection, and so, 
[ suppose, favourable to beet, and, therefore, 
we must not reckon 1926 as an average year. 

I take this opportunity of asking the Beet- 
eres! Associaticn (to whose offieials all 

eet-growers owe a debt of gratitude) to try 
to get the factory to give a receipt on delivery 
for every ‘load they receive. In 1926 no 
receipts at all were given, and in 1927 the 
receipts did not arrive till weeks after 
delivery, and so retarded settling up with the 
earrier.. I would further ask them to increase 
their vigilance over the tare for dirt on the 
reots; in my case the amount of tare was 
enormous (see balance sheet). 

[ think that beet-growers would be well 
advised to pay a larger amount per ton to 
their Association, in order that every load 
should be earefully checked. By this means 
the doubtful feeling which exists in beet- 
growers’ minds on this subject of tare would 
be done away with.

HELP FOR FARMBERS. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 
Sin,—The year ending the Ist May, just 
passed, has been the most disastrous one for 
owners of grass-lanés in the memory of this 
generation—due to the steady fall im prices 
for. stock during the past few years. ‘The 


lands, leaving no profit, have in many cases 
brought a loss of capital, the difference 
betwetn the buying and selling prices. 


Where, for one reason or another, an owner 
was entirely dependent’ on Fun for his 
living, his case is one of great hardship. 
The collecting of annuities and rates from 
such people by the aid of sheriffs and 
bailiffs would proclaim the utter bankruptcy 
of government on humane and business 
grounds, : 

I would suggest an alternative. Where it 
is conclusively shown that an owner cannot 
pay, as a result of conditions that amount in 
effect to an act of God, the arrears might 
be dealt with as follows:—Ihe Government 
might advance a loan equal to the total 
amount of the annuity arrears. In the 
specific case of a @nan whose annuity is 
£100 per annum, and who owes one year’s 
annuity, this £100 atrears might be funded, 
say, at 4%, to which add 14% for sinking 
fund to wipe out the £100 in a given time. 


This rete 4%. plus 14% sinking fund, 
making 54%, might be a ded to the owner's 


annuity, now making it £105 10s, per annum, 
Individual accounts might’ be left elastic, 
allowing more rapid repayment of arrears to 
the loan in good years, and further advances, 
if found necessary, in bad years, This 
rernméent loan would function similarly 
to the reserve fund of a company for 
equalising dividends, but with the exception 
that no loss could be incurred, ‘Though in- 
volving some book-keeping, it would relieve 
the County Councils of a very heavy burden.

“We have a very expensive station,” sair 
Mr, H. R. Tweedy, Chairman of the Kings- 
town branch of the Royal National Lifeboat 
Institution, at thé ainial meeting last night:

The meeting was attepded by Canon Pim, 
B.D.; Canon Chamberlain, Messrs. W. B. 
Stewart, Gerald Byrne, hon. secretary; 
Herbert G. Solomon, district organisation 
secretary;  B. Newcombe, assistant 
secretary; Fred. Thompson, C. D. Eccles, 
J. SS. Deane, Colonel B. R. Hawes. 

In moving the adoption of the report for 
1926 the Chairman said that he considered it 
satisfactory. The income was the same as in 
1925, which showed that they were not going 
back. The wages hill was £348 and their 
income £172. Their expenditure was £466. 
£282 had to ‘be obtained from England to 
enable them to pay their way. That was very 
uniortunate, but he hoped that the branch 
would in this. and succeeding years show 
an increase of income. He complimented the 
lady collectors on their endeavours, but said 
that, unfortunately, very few ladies had 
volunteered to assist. 

Canon Chamberlain seconded the motion, 
which was adopted.

RECONSTRUCTION IN 
CORK. 


THE NEW PATRICK STREET. 


The reconstruction of the devastated area in 
the centre of the City of Cork is now virtually 
completed, and it is no exaggeration to state 
that Patrick street is one of the finest 
thoroughfares in Ireland, and, indeed, favour- 
able comparison might be made with those of 
provincial cities across the Channel. 
Imposing structures, designed and modelled 
on the most up-to-date lines, have replaced 
the rather old-fashioned buildings that were 
involved in the fire in 1920, when almost all 
large drapery establishments in the city were 
destroyed. 

All the firms have now 
premises on more extensive and ambitious 
scales, in several instances a number of 
smaller shops having been bought over, and, 
while it is not yet officially announced, it is 
virtually certain that another large drapery 
house will also be reconstructed on more 
modern lines to meet the increasing competi- 
tion. . 

Rumours are also prevalent that a Dublin 
firm of jam manufacturers intends to set up a 
branch in the city. 

The various police barracks in the city and 
suburbs which were destroyed during the 
trouble, have also heen: rebuilt, and are at 
present occupied by the Civic Guards. 

The City Hall and the Carnegie Free 
Library, which were also desitvoyed, have not 
been reconstructed, and no decision has yet 
heen taken as to whether the buildings: will 
be rebuilt or to what use the sites will be 
put in the future.

£150.000 DOCK SCHEME FOR 
LIMERICK. 


BLS to GEE 
Limerick Harbour Board has adopted the 
plans of Mr. P. H. MeCarthy, consulting 
engineer, for extending the Limerick docks, 
at an estimated cost of £150,000. " 
Mr. McCarthy stated that the greatest 
width of the new dock extension was 460 feet, 
whith would accommodate vessels of between 
four and five hundred feet long.

a Mozart opera, “ Die Entfuhrung,” which 
is unfamiliar, though not unknown, to 
English audiences. “ Die Entfuhrung "’ 
is different in style from ‘‘ The Marriage 
of Figaro” and “The Magic Flute,” ani 
was composed when Mozart was only 
twenty-five. Some enthusiasts have seen in 
it a freshness and exuberance which 
Mozart was never to equal afterwards. 
‘* As time goes on,” said Weber, ‘our 
defects are eradicated, but with them 
many a charm is rooted up also. I 
venture to affirm that in the Entfuh- 
rung Mozart had reached the ful! 
maturity of his powers as an artist, and 
that his further progress after that was 
only in knowledge of the world.” Where 
he fails, according to a writer in the 
Morning Post, is in certainty of touch in 
depicting character—a faculty. which even 
genius scarcely ever acquires in early years. 
Some of the leading personages in “ Die 
Entfuhrung " are little more than lay 
figures, on which a great deal of lovely 
musie is hung. There are imperfections 
which the judgment of the mature Mozart 
would not have tolerated, but the quality 
of the tunes is captivating. It is an 
interesting point in musical history that 
the Singspiel, the typical musical comedy 
form of Germany 'in the later 
eighteenth century, of which “ Die Entfuh- 
rung’’.is an example, owed its develop- 
ment to “The Beggar’s Opera.’ It ts 
possible also that Mozart adapted the 
libretto from an English opera, ‘‘ The 
Captive,’ .by Bickerstaffe, for which 
Dibdin provided the music. “Die 
Entfuhrung’’ has not been heard in 
London since Sir Thomas Beecham’s season 
of opéra comique at His Majesty’s Theatre 
before the war.

A Rumour.

The Conservatives fully anticipate that 
the obstructive scenes marking the course 
of the debate on the second reading of 
the Trade’ Unions Bill will be intensified 
when the bill goes into Committee on 
Tuesday next. The Committee “ stage 
probably will last a fortnight, and the 
efforts of the Labour members will he 
devoted to preventing progress from being 
made with the measure in detail. The 
Government is determined that any such 
tactics, if adopted, shall not succeed, and 
will introduce the guillotine, should it be 
necessary, to secure the passing of the hall 
through the House of Commons in ; 
reasonable period. ' 


Labour's Protest. 


The Labour Party in the House, of 
Commons is protesting strongly against 
the intention of the Government to take 
the Committee stage of the Trade Unions 
Bill next week, declaring that a longer 
interval should be given before the open- 
ing of that stage. The attitude of the 
Government is that the Opposition has 
refused to come to any terms regarding 
the conduct of the different stages of the 
bill, while there has been ample oppor 
tunity during the past. four weeks for 
those desirous of drafting amendments. 
The futility of the protest made by the 
Labour Party is obvious when it is ad- 
mitted that a very large number o! 
amendments are waiting to be placed on 
the order paper on Friday next. The 
principal speakers to-morrow, when the 
debate will be resumed and concluded, 
will include Mr. Lloyd George, Mr 
Philip Snowden, Mr. J. H. Thomas, and 
Sir Thonmas Inskip, the Solicitor-Gener4! 
who will wind up the discussion.

-DAY the Free State Senate begins 
consideration of the Electricity 

Supply* Bill, and the debate on the 
second reading promises to be more 
spirited than that in the Dail. The 
numerical strength of the Opposition in 
the Lower House was too small to be 
effectively heard, and a mechanical 
| Majority gave the bill a ‘comparatively 
tranquil passage through all its stages. 
The Senate is the dissecting table of 
the Legislature, but Ministerial ewn- 
vassers are stated to be looking with 
some confidence to the result of their 
activities during the last week or two to 
obtain a comparatively easy passage for 
the bill, which, it was thought at one 
time, might never even get to its Com- 
mittee stage in the Senate. 

The bill, however, is likely to receive 


a critical examination in the Second 
Chamber. 


THE MEDICAL BILL. 
While the Senate is debating the Elec~ 
tricity Bill another debate of some in- 
terest will be proceeding in the Dail, 
which will be asked to give a second 
reading to the new Medical Bill. Tt. is 
the opinion of most medical men that the 
bill resembles nothing so much as the 
mouse that came from the mountain. 
“ The Government,” as one practitioner 
puts it, “might. have “let well « ‘enough 
alone, because, so far as one éan see, they 
have not improved the situation ; indeed, 
I think that the bill sets the seal on a 
not too creditable piece of play-acting.’ 
There is like’y to be a good deal of 
criticism of the manner in which the bill 
proposes to. allocate representation on the 
Medical Council. Each of the three con- 
stituent colleges of the National’ Univer- 
sity is to have a representative on the 
Council, while Dublin University is 
allotted only one, and the Colleges of. 
Surgeons and Physicians only one be- 
tween them. 
The unfairness of this distribution is 
illustrated by the fact that the number 
oi students who registered for medical or 
dental study at University College, 
Galway, for example, last year was only 
twelve,“ compared with 160 in Trinity 
College. The number in University 
College, Cork, was only 59, and in 
University College, Dublin, 115. 
The College of Surgeons had a higher 
registered number than any of the three 
| constituent. colleges of the National 
University, of Ireland, and yet it is to 
share‘a representative on the Council with 
the College of Physicians. The whole 
arrangemént is likely to be criticised. in 
to-day’s debate, although the bill is not 
expected fo encounter serious opposition 
in either House.

PARIS, Wednesday. 

The greatest interest is being aroused 
here by the prospect of the rival non-stop 
fights from Paris to New York, ‘and 
vice-versa. To the excitement that might 
erdinarily be expécted to attach to ‘such 
a double undertaking is added the uncer- 
tainty as to- which party will be the first to 
take the air. 
In the U.S.A., Mr. Bert Acosta and Mr. 
Lloyd Bertaud are. expected to set off any 
day in their Bellanca monoplane, in which 
Mr. Acosta and Mr. Clarence Chamberlain 
recently established a world’s record for 
sustained flying by remaining in the air 
for 51 hours 11 minutes. 
On the French side are the other bidders 
for the Ortei¢ price of 25.000 dollars, 
offered for the first non-stop ‘Paris-New 
York, or Néw York-Paris flight. They are 
Captain Nungesser, the famous war ace, 
and Captain Coli, whose intention to com- 
pete was the cause of sudden activity when 
it became known in the American camp. 
Captains Nungesser and Coli are now 
ready to transport their aeroplane to Le 
Bourget to await a favourable moment for 
the start of their flight to New York. 
The transfer, in fact, would have been 
made to-day, but for a slight accident 
which orenrred early this morning. A tin 
of petrol caught fire under the wings of 
the aeroplane, while it was standing in the 
hangar, as the result of the fusing of an 
electric lamp, but the staff were quickly 
on the spot and ran out the machine, which 
was virtually undamaged. 
Repairs to the wing covering were made 
this afternoon, enabling the transport to 
Le Bourget to be undertaken to-morrow. 
AT France is hoping that the Nungesser 
attempt will be ahead of the Americans, 
but it may be several days before a start 
is made.

LAHORE RIOTS. 


HEAVY CASUALTIES 
AFEER-A FUNERAL. 


From Kevrer’s CORBESPONDENT. 
LAHORE, Wednesday. 
On the return of thousands of Muslims, 
who accompanied the funeral procession 
of three Mohammedans who were killed 
last night, serious rioting broke out again 
this evening in several parts of the city. 
So far ten dead bodies and more. than 
thirty injured persons have been brought 
into the city.

All stipendiary 
and honorary: magistrates have been 
placed oh duty with troops in different 
quarters of the city, with orders that, if 
rioting takes place and there is any 
‘danger to life or of outbreaks of fire, they 
are, after due warning to the rioters, to 
order the troops to fire in order only to 
stop the rioting.

WESTMINSTER, Wednesday. 

The House of Commons was well filled 
this afternoon for the continuance of the. 
debate on the Trade Union Bill. The 
galleries were packed, and there was a 
very large attendance of members. It was 
noticed that the Opposition benchés were 
crowded quite early in the proceedings, 


excited. 

Again there were stormy scenes during 
the debate, and Mr.. Beckett, Labour 
member for Gateshead, was suspended for 
suggesting that the Prime Minister was 
telling lies. 

Sir John Simon opened the discussion 
with a very effective speech, in the course 
of which he expressed the opinion that 
the Labour Party was making a mistake 
in declaring its intentions of repealing 
the bill at the first opportunity. It 
showed that the Labour Party did not 
want to improve the measure. As to the 
main objects of the bill, as defined by the 
Attorney-General, Sir John said that they 
were entirely praiseworthy, and he did not 
think that they would be objected to by 
the vast mass of the people of the 
country. , 

The only question in his mind which 
raised any doubts was with reference to 
the language employed in the drafting of 
the bill. No one, for imstance, reading 
| Clause 1, which deals with strikes, could 


to the British Government. . \ , ““ fail to see that a great deal of misunder- 


standing and complication might arise 
from it. What completely beat him “was 
how anybody drafting a clause defining a 
strike could. have omitted to define a lock- 
out at the same time. “The two things 
ought to have been dealt with together’ 
and it was no answer to say that the one 
was more likely to occur than the other, 
The Government had promised to amend 
the bill in this respect, but it Was an 
alteration that ought not to have been 
‘required. It ought to have been in the 
bill from the start.- In other respects the 
clause was ambiguous and full of ex~ 
pressions which magistrates would find it 
difficult to define. 


THE GENERAL STRIKE. 


Referring to the attitude taken up by 
the Labour Party on the question of the 
general strike, he considered that it 
would have been of immense national ad- 
vantage if they had repudiated what had 
happened. (Ministeria} cheers.) The 
Labour members, he understood, were 
still contending that there was no general 
strike. Well, immediately afterwards 
they had Mr. Ramsay Macdonald, in a 
review of the. situatiqn, writing :- _* We’ 

are not likely to hear much more of a’ 
general strike as am industrial weapon,”’ 
though it was true to say that the right 
‘hon. gentleman was, at the same _ time, 
saying in another paper :—‘‘ The general 
strike of 1926 will be a glowing point in 
the history of British Labour.” (Loud 
Labour cheers.) Thers) were, no doubt, 
people who refused to recognise a general 
strike when they saw one, as there were 
others who refused to recognise a general 
tariff. It was, however, as certain as the 
sun in heaven, that if the British people 
were satisfied that if the law as it stood 
enabled employers or workpeople to com- 
bine to coerce the Government or Par- 
liament by a cessation of work they 
would insist upon having the law altered. 
(Cheers. ) 


A SUSPENSION.

It is difficult to imagine the days when 
the familiar ticking of clocks was a sound 
unknown. The clepsydra, or - water-clock, 
which was. 6ne oí the (earliest methods of 
measuring time, consisted of a basin filled 
with water, which trickled drop by drop into 
a measuring vessgel, the inside of which was 
marked with the hours of the day and night. 

Charlemagne, we are told, possessed one of 
these clocks so constructed that it sounded 
the hours. 

It was not, however, until about the middle 
of the seventeenth century that the popular 
Semper tg? clock made its appearance in 

amestic life, 

The quaint and interesting practice of de- 
corating the face of these clocks by représent- 
ing customs of the times suggests some 
humourous incidents. One such picture re- 
presented, we are told, @ crowded toll bridge. 
in the centre of which is seen a man carry- 
ng his wife in order to avoid paying toll for 

er. 

The practice reminds us of the musical 
clocks so popular in the later part of the 
eighteenth century.. In these, when the hour 
struck, the face of the dial uncovered and 
revealed a picture. 

In a certain part of Scotland a musical 
clock was. so constructed that it ceased 
action from twelve o'clock on Saturday night 
till midnight on Sunday, while during the 
the interval the words, ‘‘Remember Sunday,” 
appeared on its dial. Father Time spoke even 
in the silence to the souls of men. se

CIRCUIT APPEAL FAILS. 

Before Mr. P. ‘liynch} K.C., and Mr. G. W. 
Shannon, K.C., Special Appeal Commissioners, 
in Court No. 7, Dublin Castle, yesterday, the 
appeal of Mr. Matthew Brown, in an action 
against Moy Harbour Commissioners, was 
heard.
